It was my good luck to 
hear 


Will Rogers make some of his 
most uproariously funny speeches. 
Aa a toastmaster I called on him 
several times and more than once 
in such circumstances that there 
was no chance for preparalton 
and his remarks could only have 
been extemporized. They 
never 


failed to be side-splitting. 


But the occasion that haunts 


me unforgettably was a luncheon 
at which Will Rogers was pres- 
ent, along with five or six pub- 
lishers of Los Angeles 
newspa- 


pers, at the Milton H. Berry In- 
stitute where victims of infantile 
paralysis, broken backs, and other 
disasters are "re-educated" 
and 


so trained that they can rise from 
their beds or wheel chairs and 
walk. 
Few sights are so touching a» 


the ,1oy these victims take in the 
slow and often meagre return of 
lost powers. The beholder does 
not know whether to laugh or 
cry. His heart aches with sym- 
pathy and with delight in equal 
measure. On this occasion, when 
we moved among 
those 
whom 


Milton Berry refuses to call "pa- 
tients" and insists on calling "stu- 
dents," we all tried to s->em cheer- 
ful and to give forth cheer. But 
we were a melancholy lot. Will 
Rogers, however, had some up- 
roarious remark for each of them 
whether a child, a stalwart youth, 
a pretty girl an elderly man or 
woman. They hun.; on his words, 
smiling before he 
spoke 
and 


breaking into roars of laughter at 
his words. And he laughed with 
them. 


It was wonderful to see anyone 


bringing such priceless 
laughter 


to the victims of such cruel mis- 
fortunes, but I could not 
help 


wondering how anybody could be 
so boisterously gay 
with 
such 


people, and show never a sign of 
being touched by their sufferings. 


Later I learned that after he 


had kept them all roaring and 
writhing with laughter for a long 
time, he asked 
Milton 
Berry 


where the washroom 
was, 
and 


slipped away. Milton Berry open- 
ed the door to hand him a towel 
and 
found, Will leaning against 


the wall, his head against his 
arm. He was sobbing like a child. 


Milton Beery closed the door 


softly unnoticed, and when 
Will 


came out he went back to tell 
the "students" goodbye. He was 
laughing as hilariously as before 
and he left them In stitches. 


Berry never told Will that he 


had looked In upon him weeping. 
It would doubtless have covered 
Will with chagrin to have been 
caught in such a surrender to his 
deep emotions. A few 
months 


later he was on his way to his 
poetic death. 


I • had known that he waa al- 


ways doing good deeds In secret 
but only by accident 
waa 
it 


shown that he regarded the pro- 
voking of laughter aa a sacred 
mission. Even when his heart was 
breaking- with pity he kept his 
sorrow to hlmseL'. 


Too many people 
hide 
cold 


hearts behind long faceg and sol- 
emn " phrasea. Will Rogers 
was 


a glorloua clown who forbade his 
tears to flow and let his heart 
bleed Inside him lest tho knowl- 
edge of hla grief should mar the 
perfect art, the priceless medicine 
and relief of laughter unrestrain- 
ed. There Is a salntllness, a maj- 
esty In such a comedian and no 
memorial can be too magnificent 
for Will Rogers, who scattered 
laughter like a rain-god blessing 
a thirsty sultry world.

shown traditional bravely," 
the 


king of kings told 
this 
corre- 


spondent after celebrating yester- 
day the fifth anniversary of his 
coronation. 


"Although 
the 
Italians 
have 


been attacking a month, our army 
is still quite intact. Their arma- 
ment, rifles, swords and spears 
remain unbroken and their hearts 
undaunted that their deathless de- 
votion shall triumph before 
the

The emperor said that Ethiopia 


had made great strides in eco- 
nomic, 
social, educational 
and 


sanitary 
reforms since he was 


crowned in 1930, but that this 
movement was not abandoned, the 
government spending all available 
money for defense.

lassie asserted, his empire envis-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—(#)— 


The Works Progress Administra- 
tion announced today that the drive 
to end the dole had transferred 
1,543,185 persons from relief rolls 
to jobs by Oct. 26. This was 1,956,- 
815 short of the goal of 3,500,000 
which President Roosevelt origin- 
ally had hoped to reach by Nov. 


A compilation of official figures 


from all the states showed that be- 
tween Oct. 19 and 26, jobs were 
given to 121,715 persons. Of the 1,- 
500,000 total employed under the 
works program 582,704 were in the 
civilian conservation corps, 788,452 
•on WPA projects and 172,029 on 
other federal projects. 


Since Oct. 26, however, officials 
said the works program had reach- 
ed its peak and probably by mid- 
November most of the 3,500,000 in- 
dividuals would be on pay rosters. 
The date for ending the dole has 
been moved up to Deo. 1.

TWENTY CONVICTS 
ATTEMPT ESCAPE AT 


M'ALESTER PRISON 


McALESTER, Okla.. Nov. 2.— 


(IP)—Twenty convicts, led by four 
experienced prison breakers, were 
thwarted in a daring escape at- 
tempt early today by discovery of 
a virtually cpmplnted tunnel at 
McAlester'penitentiary. 


All of the men were confined in 


the prison tubercular ward, locat- 
ed in a small building near the 
north wall. 
Prison officials said the tunnel 
was discovered but a "short time" 
before the convicts were to have 
made a dash for freedom. 


The four named as leaders were: 
Coney Coffcy, Tulsa county, 25 


years for robbery, committed in 
1924. 
Charley Points. Oklahoma coun- 


ty, life for slaying an officer, com- 
mitted in 3930. 
Earl 
Williams. 
Pottawatomie 


county, robbery with firearms, 30 
years, committed in 1933. 


Vern Brothers, Tulsa 
county, 


robbery, 20 years, committed in 
1931.Prison officials said the tunnel, 
third discovered here in a week, 
had been pushed to within a few 
inches of tho needed length. 


The prisoners, the officials said, 


planned to leave last night but did 
not complete the tunnel in time. 


They were preparing to resume 


work when the attention of guards 
was directed to their activity, the 
officials added. 


Tho tubercular ward Is housed 


in a small building apart from 
the main cell houses. It was rais- 
ed 38 inches above the ground re- 
cently because of numerous es- 
capes 
through tunnels 
starting 
through its floor. 


Sixteen of the prisoners believ- 


ed involved in the attempted es- 
cape were white and four negroes. 
The mouth of the tunnel was 


carefully 
hidden from view. 


In September, 1934, seven con- 


victs tunneled to safety from the 
ward, located clo^e to the north 
wall.

self, Premier Pierre Laval 
and 
Baron Pompeo Aloisi of Italy, 
were "nothing more than an ex- 
change of suggestions." 
. There has been, the British for- 
eign minister declared, "no defi- 
nite outcome and therefore noth- 
ing; to report. 
"No one can prophesy whether 
we shall succeed. But one thing 
I can promise—we shall constant- 
ly act within the framework of 
the League." 
Sir 
Samuel 
emphasized 
this 
firmly to Aloisi in a private. con- 
versation. 
The negotiations 
for 
peace, he said, .cannot go over the 
heads of Emperor Hiale Selassie 
or of the League. 
. After their 
conversation, 
an 
Italian spokesman 
informed the 
Associated Press Italy offered def- 
inite concessions for a settlement. 
While II Duce receded definitely 


from his original position of a 
"complete solution," the Associat- 
ed Press informant said Italy still 
demanded recognition of its right 
to colonial expansion. 
While it was deliberating the 


deadline for sanctions, the League 
received from Emperor Halle Se- 
lassie a request for financial as- 
sistance to wage war against the 
invading Fascist!. 
Tension is Increased. • 
' The tension in the Afro-Euro- 
.pean crisis was increased with the 
day's developments. Greater pres- 
sure than 
existed 
before 
was 
brought against II Duce and his 
desires to create an empire in 
East Africa. 
The British foreign 
minister, 
auletly but 
forcefully, 
warned 


Aloisi the heavy concentrations of 
troops in Italy's province of Libya, 
bordering Egypt, might well be 
further diminished: that the anti- 
British campaign in Italy must 
cease if friction between the two 
countries is to be allayed. 
While Premier Laval has been 
the persistent worker for settling 
the Italo-Ethiopian strife, he stood 
solidly alongside Britain today in 
striving for the fullest effect of 
sanctions. 
This found an Immediate reac- 
tion in Rome. The Fascist! said 
the 
same 
sanctions 
reprisals 
against Britain and other coun- 
tries would be directed 
against 
France, notwithstanding the Italo- 
French friendship. 
"Italy does not have the same 
Bitterness toward the French, but, 
as one Fascist leader said, "It 
has voted sanctions and it must 
take the consequences." 
Aspect More Ominous. 
The Mediterranean crisis

Naval circles in Paris said Italy 
would demand naturalization of 
the Straits of Gibraltar at the 
forthcoming London naval confer- 
ence, which will open Dec. 2. 
This demand was regarded In 
these circles as a "master stroke'' 
by II Duce to force the British to 
declare its position in the Medi- 
terranean. Naval experts said it 
would 
"throw a bombshell into

In making such a demand, the 
•Italians would surely point to the

Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin

tions for a settlement. Mussolini's i 
armies in Ethiopia were again a 
mass of activity. On the northern 
front, supplies and reinforcements 
were sent to the advance lines, 
now more than half way from 
the Adigrat-Aduwa area to Ma- 
kalc.

ROME, Nov. 4.—(/Pt—Demonstra- 
tions against Great Britain were 
resumed today as Premier Musso- 
lini promised Italy another victory 
to celebrate the 17th anniversary 
of the nation's triumphant armis- 
tice with the Austro-Hungarlan 
empire.
